CAUSES OF SWARMING. 


As an influence in swarming, Buys a 
writer hi The Bcekoepcre' Journal, 1 
da not know what difference there 
would be as between old and young 
bees, for I have not observed oo this 
point- I do know that huat bean* no 
little influence. For the whole of my 
apicaltaral life it has been my custom 
to discourage swarming Before the flow 
and when they are not making a living. 
If 1 can keep them with just enough 
stores to keep breeding going on nicely, 
I have very little bw arming, even 
though the colony be strong and tbo 
weatbfT hoi The same ooudiUuti* wilh 
plenty of stores will lucroase the swarm¬ 
ing preibatly 25 per cent Add next nec¬ 
tar m>m the fields in plenty, and tbo 
swarming fever goes up to a high pitch. 
Many bet* much brood, abundance 
of u<otor, a crowded condition and hot 
weothar will bring about swarming In 
a liigh d<y*roe If the time be May or 
June, rv Blight decrease for July and 
rapUUy diminishing toward tbo uliss 
of tbo summer Tbo absence of any one 
(rf fbeee factors Ireaetia swannlng. Take 
away the surplus at bee* and you toko 
away swonnteg. Leave the be** and 
take tbo brood, and you ston It Leave 
both bare and brood Mid take ow*y the 
feed, and there Is no swarming. Abun¬ 
dance of old stores will be a stimulus to 
swarming in about 25 to 60 per orut as 
compared with neetor gathering. All 
the other conditions presesit and te— ■ 
perature below normal will retard 
swarming 80 to *6 per cent as against 
excessive hoot. A crowded o>audition, 
with all tbo other factors present, will 
augment trwarming 80 to 40 per cent. 
Giving full sew of extracting combs and 
abundance of room will decrease swarm¬ 
ing much more than the ssmo room if 
they hare to build tho comb. Any man¬ 
age me at the* tak.w tbo bees out at fix' 
brouil oliamber will decrease swarming.
